We, the undersigned, knowing your inter- 
est in the grain and hay shippers of IIlinots, 
would respectfully ask your aid in having 
your Legislature investigate the disadvan- 
tages in getting receipts to boats after ar- 
rival in East St. Louls, believing it is not 
the intention of the great State of Illinois 
to have her river front controlled by a cor- 
poration where all traffic must pay a roy- 
alty and no boat can receive from the shore 
Ot. this State in East St. Louis except 
through this corporation. The amount of 
tonnage can scarcely be estimated that is 
driven from your State on account of this 
monopoly.

INCOME TAX REHEARING. 


It Will Probably Not Be Had Until 
det. 4. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—It is the 
general impression that the petition for a 
rehearing of the income tax law before the 
United States Supreme Court will be grant- 
ed, but that the rehearing will not be had 
until the October term. 

The announcement will be made on Mon- 
day. The statement of Justice Jackson 
that he is able and willing to take his seat 
upon the bench at once, if it is decided to 
reopen the case n does not 
change the impr on that the court will 
not grant the rehedring until the fall term. 

The request of Atty.-Gen. Olney that the 
whole case be reopened and arguments 
heard on the points on which the court was 
united in the t decision, as well as on the 
questions on which it was divided, is . 
it is said, upon the umption that it may 
change its negative d on as to the con- 
stitutionality of those rts of the law. 
Two of the justices, it is understood, sus- 
tained the law as a whole, because during 
the civil war the court declared an income 
tax to be constitutional. If the whole case 
is gone into again Mr. Olney’s request would 
seem to imply that these two judges might 
break away from the old rule of the court 
to sustain its own precedents and vote to 
declare the present law unconstitutional. 
This is believed by many to be Mr. Olney’s 
object. 

If this supposition regarding the present 
disposition of the two justices be correct, 
the opinion of Justice Jackson would prob- 
ably determine the result. 


INCOME TAX PAYMENTS. 


Due July 1 and Must be Settled Then or 
Penalized. 


An erroneous report, to the effect that 
Monday, April 15, was the closing day for 
the payment of income taxes is causing 
considerable uneasiness among the income 
tax-payers who have not yet paid up. 

Judge Speck of the Internal Revenue has 
received numerous communications re- 
garding the report. In speaking of the mat- 


ter, he ; 

‘rhe report is incorrect. The taxes on 
incomes imposed will be due and payable 
on or before the first day of July of each 
year. In cases where the tax remains un- 
paid after the first day of July and for ten 
days after notice and demand thereof is 
made, there will be levied, in addition 
thereto, the sum of 5 per centum on the 
amount of taxes unpaid, interest at rate of 
1 per centum per month upon said tax, as a 

alty. Exceptions are made as to es- 
ates of deceased, insane or insolvent per- 
sons.“ 

The date, April 15, was the final day for 
filing returns of incomes. Payments as- 

thereon will de due on July 1. Per- 
who failed to make returns April 15 as 
to the amount of their income will be as- 


sessed—for 9 on or before July 1— 
100 per cent of the tax as a penalty.

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Sixty Business Houses in Ard- 
more, I. T., Now in Ashes. 


THE LOSS MAY BE $650,000. 


Federal Court-House and Masonic 
Temple Among the Build- 
ings Burned. 


ARDMORE, I. T., April 19.—The main 
business portion of Ardmore, for six solid 
blocks on Caddo street, north and south 
of Main street, were destroyed by fire about 
3 o’clock this morning. Sixty business houses 
were entirely destroyed. The loss will ag- 
gregate $650,000. The United States Court 
and jail were also destroyed. The prison- 
ers were transferred to the Baptist Church, 
where they are now under guard. The 
heat was so intense the vault and safe in 
the Court-house were cracked, and the 
court records partly destroyed. The Ma- 
sonic Temple were also burned, and families 
are camping in the street. A Mr. Neil was 
so badly burned in the face, hands, neck and 


breast that she can not recover. 

Ardmore has been one of the most flour- 
ishing cities in the Territory. It has a pop- 
ulation of 4,000. It is in the Chickasaw 
Nation on the Texas, Gulf, Colorado and 
Sapta Fe Railroad. 


ONE FIREMAN KILLED. 


Several Others Injured in New 
York by Falling Walls. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 19.—The fire 
which broke out at 2 a. m. in the building 
occupied by the New York Biscuit Company, 
at Nos. 210, 212 and 214 North Front street, 
was not gotten under control until 3 o’clock 
this morning. Just where the fire originated 
is not definitely known, but it is supposed 
to have been in the engine room. 

The flremen could not reach the dwellings 
through the narrow alleyway, and had to 
play on the fires from the tops of buildings 
which adjoined the cracker bakery. While 
working ‘in Front street, at the corner of 


Augusta Court, one of the side walls of the 
burning bakery’ fell and several fireme 
were injured, one fireman, William Sergeant 
of Engine Company No. 32, so badly that 
he died at 10:45 this morning in the hospital 
where he had been taken after he had been 
hit by the falling bricks and burning tim- 
bers. The injuries of the other firemen were 
not so serious and they will be able to 
leave the hospital in a few days. 

The entire loss will foot up nearly $300,000. 
The New York Biscuit Company is the 
heaviest loser, placing its loss on stock and 
machinery at $250,000. Walter G. Wilson, the 
owner of the buildings, loses $30,000; Wihil- 
liam Dreydoppel, the soap manufacturer, 
whose building adjoins the destroyed struc- 
ture, loses $2,000 or $3,000 and between $5,000 | 
and $8,000 damage was done to numerous 
tenements in the rear. 

This is the fifth time within fifteen years 
that the building has been on fire. In 1879 
it was entirely destroyed. A stock company 
was then organized with W. L. Wilson at 
the head of the concern. Since then there 
have been three fires in the bakery, but 
not until this morning has the destruction 
been complete. 


ROUND UNCONSCIOUS. 


Charles Stewart Parnell’s Mother 
Picked Up Badly Injured. 


BORDENTOWN, N. J., April 19.—Mrs. 
Delia T. Parnell, mother of the late Charles 
Stewart Parnell, who lives at Ironside, over- 
looking the Delaware River near here, was 
found bleedi and unconscious late last 
night by Charles Casey, son of the farmer 
who has charge of the farm at Ironside. 
While descending a hill which marks the 
boundary of the property formerly occupied 
by Mrs. Parnell’s father, young Casey 
heard the moans of some one apparently in 
distress. Hurrying to the spot from which 
the sound came he found Mrs. Parnell lying 
beside the fence with her face covered wit 
blood. By her side were two small pieces of 
board, a piece of fence paling about three 
feet long, and a brick, elp was obtained 
and she was carried to the house of Farmer 
Casey. Dr. W. H. Shipps who was jhastily 
summoned, made an examination and found 
that besides several bruises about the face 
the woman had a lacerated wound on the 
right side of the head. Mrs. Parnell is un- 
conscious and because of her advanced age 
her condition is critical. The authorities are 
unable to determine whether she was as- 
saulted or fell and received her injuries. Her 
handbag was found alongside the railroad 
track near by, with her pocketbook miss- 
ing and papers scattered in all directions. 
This circumstance lends an active prob- 
ability to the theory that she was brutally 
assaulted and rob Mrs. Parnell fre- 
quently came to this place at night and 
remained until a late hour. She was here 
last night. 

At noon Mrs. Parnell was still in an un- 
conscious condition. 

The authorities are convinced that she 
was assaulted and robbed and have sent

Sure of a Big Majority in the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. 


THE GOLD MEN ALARMED. 


Illinois to Witness a Hot Cam- 


paign on the Money 
Question. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—President 
Cleveland’s sound-money letter, while di- 
rected especially against the free silver 
movement in Illinois, has a significant bear- 
ing on the next National Democratic Con- 
vention. 

The President has apparently realized the 
possibility that the free-silver men may 
control the Democratic National Conven- 
tion of 1896, and dictate the party’s wishes 
on the currency question. . 

Under the apportionment of delegates to 
the States and Territories, the representa- 
tion in the next Democratic Convention 
will number $14, allowing Utah six dele- 
gates. Two-thirds or 609 are necessary to a 
choice. 

Outside of Illinois and Indiana, which can 
hardly be considered debatable territory, 
the silver men will probably control 582 dele- 
gates, or within 77 of two-thirds. With 
Illinois, with its 48 delegates, won over to 
the silver wing, the silver men would con- 
trol. ’ 

While they may lack the two-thirds neces- 
sary to control the party, it is realized that 
unless, there is a change in Democratic 
sentiment, especially in the South, they will 
have more than half of the delegates and be 
in a position to demand important conces- 
sions which the so-called “sound-money” 
men may deem it impossible to grant. 
Therein is the great danger in the next con- 
vention, according to the Administration’s 
judgment. 

Ohio and Indiana are, no doubt, for free 
silver, but the sentiment of these two 
States might de infigenced in the direction 
of a compromise, if Illinois should fail to 
declare for the white metal. 

Therefore, Illinois will witness the first 
great fight in the Democratic party over 
free silver. All the prominent Federal of- 
ficials from that State will take part in it, 
and from now until June, when the State 
Convention will be held there, there will be 
the liveliest campaigning since Lincoln and 
Douglas stamped the State in the Shields- 
Trumbull-Lincoln contest for the United 
States Senate in 1855. 


FOR CLEVELAND TO ANSWER. 


Some Very Plain Questions Put by 
Bryan of Nebraska. 


OMAHA, Nebd., April 18.—BEditor and ex- 
Congressman Bryan is out with an open 
letter to Mr. Cleveland in which he puts the 
following pertinent questions to the Presi- 


dent: 

What do you mean by the phrase, 
sound money?’ In your letter you make 
frequent use of that and kindred phrases. 
In fact, in the course of your letter you 
speak three times of ‘sound money,’ twice 
of a ‘safe currency,’ once of a ‘sound cur- 
rency, once of a ‘safe and sound currency,’ 
and once of ‘safe and prudent financial 
ideas,’ and once of ‘wholesale financial doc- 
trine.“ You speak of ‘deb cur- 
rency,’ once of a ‘degenerated currency,’ and 
once of ‘cheap money.’ 

“In one place you describe your. oppo- 
nents as ‘the forces of silver monometal- 
lism,’ but you nowhere explain what you 
mean by ‘sound money,’ or what you con- 
sider ‘cheap money.’ Now, every 
favors ‘sound money’ and a ‘safe currency,’ 
and a plain and simple statement of what 
you mean by these euphonious and uni- 
versally admired phrases might dispel the 
war clouds and make a ‘line of battle’ un- 
necessary. If by ‘sound money’ you mean 
a gold standard, why did you avoid the use 
of the word ‘gold’ in your letter? If by ‘safe 
money’ you mean bimetallism, why did you 
avoid the use of the word ‘bi in 
your letter?

SLOW RECONSTRUCTION, 


Improved Property Kept Off the Mar- 
ket, It Is Alleged, by the 
Railroad’s Perversity. 


The stockholders of the Oakland Place 
Land Co., the Kingsbury Realty Co., Bell 
Place Land Co., the Westminster Place 
Land Co. will go before the new Board of 
Public Improvements, backed by the prop- 
erty-owners and residents in the neighbor- 
hood of Union boulevard, between Delmar 
avenue and Forest Park, with a complaint 


against the St. Louis & Suburban railway. 
For three months the road, it is said, has 
been reconstructing about seven blocks of 
double tracks. It is asserted that about two 
men are on the job, with poor prospects of 


ever finishing. 


The work is not under the charter of the 
road, but a “‘special’’ transaction, arranged 
with the land companies when they com- 
menced the improvement of Union avenue, 
Aug. 23 last. nder this arrangement the 
street railway claims it can take its own 
time. Hence the complaint. 

E. P. Bell, of the Bell Place Realty Com- 
pany, controlling 800 feet front on the boule- 
vard, upon which $200,000 was recently ex- 
pended for improvements,.says that the 
work on the boulevard has met with one 
delay after another. The ordinance gov- 
erning the improvement of Union avenue 

rovided for a Telford street, twenty-five 
eet in width on each side of the grass strip, 
twenty-six feet wide, the entire width of 
the thoroughfare aggregating seventy-six 
feet. The center strip was to be used by 
the street car company’s tracks. The rails 
were down, but not on the right grade, nor 
in the center. By a petition and other pres- 
sure the street railway company was 
wheeled into line, but is now wheeling along 
the line very slowly, it is alleged, and de- 
laying the work of improvement of one 
of the finest outlets to Forest Park. 

The large amount of money expended in 
the improvement of property fronting on 
the street, and the intentions to open the 
place to the public this summer, together 
with the street car company’s alléged stand 
in the matter, has roused the investors.

The American people want neither gold 
monometallism nor silver monometal- 
lism, but bimetallism. They want the 
sound and stable money of the constitu- 
tion, gold and silver, minted-on equal 
terms and circulating together, affording 
an honest and ample hard money basis 
for business. , 

But accepting the Wall street organ’s 
premises, the workingman would not 
hesitate in choosing between gold mono- 
metallism, which discourages enterprise, 
and silver monometallism, which for a 
time reduces his wages by a rise in prices. 
When enterprise is discouraged and 
trade stagnates thousands are thrown 
out of employment, and the wages of 
those for whom there is employment are 
necessarily cut down by competition to 
starvation rates. On the other hand, al- 
though the wages of workingmen may 
not rise as quickly as the prices of com- 
modities, under silver monometallism 
everybody would have plenty of work 
and the labor demand soon adjusts wages 
to prices. ‘ 

Accepting the predictions of the gold or- 
gan with regard to free silver coinage 
at their worst, the choice it offers is half 
a loaf under silver monometallism and 
no bread under gold monometallism. The 
workingman has had enough experience 
with the no-bread condition. 


“THIS RULE HAS GOT TO do.“ 


Vice-President W. T. Anderson of the 
St. Louis National Bank speaks to the 
point when, in advocating the bankers’ 
movement to have the bank arbitrary 
rule rescinded, he says: “This rule has 
got to go.” But he states the case too 
mildly when he says “‘it is a back number 
rule and not in accord with the usually 
progressive methods of St. Louis.” 

The Post-Dispatch has proved conclus- 
ively by the evidence of local merchants 
and the letters of out-of-town merchants 
that the Clearing House rule is a posi- 
tive detriment to St. Louls. It is driving 
trade away from the city by placing our 
merchants at a great disadvantage with 
their competitors. Purchasers decline to 
be mulcted in excessive charges for check 
collection when they can go to other 
cities and have their checks received at 
par. It is an embargo on St. Louis trade. 

The bankers who want the rule re- 
scinded are right in the contention that 
it is no part of the function of a clearing 
house to intervene between the banks 
and their customers. Each bank can 
take care of its own interests in the mat- 
ter of charges. 

The rule is wrong in principle and op- 
pressive in practice. The movement to 
rescind it should be vigorously pushed. 
It “has got to go.”

A BEGINE ING MADE. 


The attendance at the mass-meeting of 
citizens last night, called to inaugurate 
the Detroit plan in St. Louis, was not 
as large as it should have been, nor was 
it indicative of the general sentiment of 
approval of the movement, 

But it was earnest and enthusiastic, 
and succeeded in making a start toward 
the development and ultimate success of 
the plan. 

It is of the highest importance now 
that the Chairman announce his Com- 
mittee of Threé as speedily as may be 
consistent with proper deliberation; that 
such committee promptly name the addi- 
tional six, and that the whole committee 
of nine organize at the eartiest possible 
moment. The season is rapidly advanc- 
ing and not one day must be lost in get- 
ting down to practical work. 

The Post-Dispatch is convinced that 
when the names of the Chairman, Treas- 
urer and Secretary of the Executive 
Committee are announced there will be 
no difficulty in securing all that may be 
needed in the way of vacant city lots, 
seeds, fertilizers and implements. The 
people are with the movement and are 
only waiting for an organization to be 
perfected to manifest their interest and 
hearty support. 


WOMEN IN LEGISLATURES: 


Mrs. Klock, one of the three members 
of the late Colorado Legislature, has 
been telling something of her experience 
in that body and incidentally gives her 
views of women’s usefulness in public 
office, 

J think that women of mature age, 
sound judgment and a decent amount 
of common sense can do considerable 
good in legislatures,”’ she writes, “after 
they have learned something of routine 
work. I think I could assist now in the 
organization of a session with some de- 
gree of intelligence. But one thing is 
positive. I would never send a young 
and pretty woman to such a place. She 
would have no show with so many fool 
men around to flatter and Cajole her into 
voting wrong.” 8 

Mrs. Klock contends that she always 
voted right, from which it may be in- 
ferred that the fool men“ did not flatter 
her. Why they did not may also be in- 
ferred—by ill-natured persons—from the 
above quoted remarks. 

But the lady is certainly mistaken in 
thinking that pretty women legislators 
will be bamboozled by fool men. If a 
pretty woman has sense enough to get 
herself elected to the Legislature she 
will soon discover—if she hasn't already 
learned it—that her comeliness is part of 
her political fortune, and why not use 
it to bamboozle the fool men? Of such 
women not one in ten would fall to use 
her advantages to the utmost in the leg- 
islative game, just as is done in the more 
poetic game of hearts. She would have 
a troop of men ready to sell votes for 
smiles and would mold legislation on the 
pattern of her own loveliness. No in- 
ducements would be strong enough to 
draw her followers away from her, for 
everybody knows it is sheer waste of 
time to follow a man who is following 
a woman. She would be complete mis- 
tress of the situation. 

Yes, comely legislation and beautiful 
administration, that dream of the Civil 
Service Reformers, are about to be real- 
ized. The record of human infirmities 
will close as it opened, with the manlike 
remark, “the woman did it.“

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THE CITY POOR AND FARM WORK. 


Upon the theory that “a poor white 
man is as good as an Indian,” Mr. Francis 
B. Livesey of Sykesville, Md., has begun 
to urge upon the country the establish- 
men of State Farms for the compulsory 
education of the poor in the details of 
farm work, to the end that the migration 
towards the cities may be turned about 
and sent countrywards. : 

Mr. Livesey discovers that within the 
past fourteen years our population has 
increased about 18,000,000 and that of 
this number 14,500,000 have gone to the 
cities and only 3,500, 000 to the country. 
The cause for this vast disproportion he 
attributes to education—that kind of 
education which at once unfits boys and 
girls for farm work and sends them into 
the cities to starve or become the slaves 
ef capital. And then he tells this story: 

There is a man named H. L. Powell at 
Grafton Center, N. H., at this minute who 
was a skilled mechanic in car shops. Tus 
confinement was breaking down his. Zealth 
and that, together with the.om'gous indus- 
trial outlook, red him to geek his few 
acres two years age. Although ignorant 
of country life and only f able to per- 
form its duties, he hired hig plowing done, 
worked as he was able, raised poultry for 
market, and saved, and he now «rites me 
that he is getting along finely, while nie 
old comrades are starving Im the city and 
walking the streets looking in vain for 
work. This man was a car shop mechanic, 
be it remembered, and thereby hangs a 
tale. It is this: What he did the men at 
Pullman, III., could also have done and 
saved themselyes the perils and losses of 
the last year's strike. Mr. Powell exactly 
represents them. None of them could have 
been less capable of successfully managing 
a little farm. | What Mr. Powell did, each 
one of those having savings could also 
have done. t it is not to the interests 
of manufacturers, in their selfish view of

The case of Mr. Powell may 
‘ceptional only in the success of his first 


‘| year’s work in raising poultry, but it is" 
that | undeniably true that industrious men, 


with a small amount of capital can rear 


‘peace on a farm or garden patch when 
the chances are all against them in the 


city. 

But it is a question whether State 
Farms would not eventually be harmful. 
Mr. Powell has demonstrated the ability 
of the average man to take care of him- 
self and it is this personal liberty and 
responsibility which is the glory of the 
American Republic. The Detroit plan of 
cultivatizig vacant city lots is neither 
compulsory nor designed to be educa- 
tional, It is a measure of temporary re- 
lief on the basis of personal effort. Per- 
manent State Farms, with a compulsory 
attachment, would be a form of pater- 
nalism quite out of keeping with our 
institutions, and the educational work 
which such men as Mr. Livesey is doing 
is better calculated to accomplish the 
desired objects.

“I will be satisfied with the passage of a 
railroad fellow-servant bill if it will tend to 
help us later on. I think there are other 
workmen, however, who need protection 
as well as railroad employes.”’ 

F. E. Marlow, who is associated with 
President John J. Berghern of the Work- 
ingmen's Protective Union in the publica- 
tion of the Union Record, a labor organ, 
said: I belive that all attempts in the past 
to make fellow-servant bills general in their 
application were tricks of the lobby, which 
has understood perfectly that such an 
amendment would nullify the effects of the 
measure.“ 

Bruno Reichert, Secretary of the German 
Typographical Union, also thought it would 
be well enough for the Legislature to pass 
a railroad employes’ bill for the present. 

Charles Specht, Secretary of Cigarmakers’ 

Union No. 4, said: All employes are equal- 
ly entitled to protection, and I think the 
fellow-servant bill that passes should in- 
clude them all. The passage of a bill for 
the protection of railway employes alone 
would be class legislation, and that isn't 
right. If there be something in the laws of 
Missouri that prevents the Ir of a gen- 
eral fellow-servant law, I think a particular 
one is better than none.“ ; 
G. A. Hoehn, Secretary of the Common- 
wealth Federal Labor Union, affiliated 
with the American Federation of r, 
said: “I think the Legislature ought to pass 
a fellow-servant,bill that would be general 
in its applicatidhm. A miner, for instance, 
is as much entitled to protection as a fire- 
man or engineer. Still, a railroad fellow-

The Turkish Government's Pains to Se- 
cure Their Conviction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—In the 
diplomatic correspondence between the 
United States and Turkey during the past, 
which has just been made public, the cor- 
respondence in the Melton case is volumi- 


nous, and the complaints of certain mis- 
Turkish Government and 
officers did not do their full duty in prose- 
cuting the assailants of Miss Melton formed 
an important ag of it. Minister Terrell, 
however, in his last note to the Turkish 
Minister, which is made a 2 of his re- 
port to Secretary Gresham, say 

In securing the cofiviction ‘of the wicked 
men who beat Miss Melton, a defenseless 
woman, in 1893, in the Village of Mosul, the 
Ottoman Government has shown ah ener- 
gy and determination to enforce justice 
worthy of the highest praise: The convic- 
tion was effected in a remote provincé and 
with many difficulties, which are known to 
the Minister of the United States. Miss 
Melton could not even ize her assail- 
ants, but the Turkish Government has de- 
tected them in a wild district. nearly a 
thousand miles from its capital and secured 
their conviction.’ 

Secretary Gresham has shown himself to 
be decidedly averse to entering upon any 
provisional arrangement with Tur to 
regulate the status of naturalized American 
citizens who are in that country, although 
he has deen to much trouble to extend pro- 
tection to them. The reason for the Secre- 
tary’s declination is found in his desire to 
stop at nothing short of a formal treaty by 

which the rights of this class of our citizens 
shall be fully guaranteed.

The Turkish Government's Pains to Se- 
cure Their Conviction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—In the 
diplomatic correspondence between the 
United States and Turkey during the past, 
which has just been made public, the cor- 
respondence in the Melton case is volumi- 
nous, and the complaints of certain mis- 
sionaries that the Turkish * tego and 
officers did not do their full duty in prose- 
cuting the assailants of Miss Melton formed 
an important pars * it. Minister Terrell, 
however, in h 1 to the Turkish 
Minister, which is 8 a 2 of his re- 
port to Secretary Gresham, say 

In securing the conviction of the wicked 
men who beat Miss Melton, a defenseless 
woman, in 1893, in the Village of Mosul, the 
Ottoman Government has shown an ener- 
gy and determination to enforce justice 
worthy of the highest praise: The convic- 
tion was effected in a remote provincé and 
with many difficulties, which are known to 
the Minister of the United States. Miss 
Melton could not even recognize her assail- 
ants, but the Turkish R has de- 
tected them in a wild Gistrict. nearly a 
thousand miles from its.capital and secured 
their conviction.”

rue Protestant Episcopal Church Associa- 


tion is the name of the society of Episco- 


palian laymen formed to oppose ritualism. 
Its president is Capt. Isaac M. Mason, and 
its secretary William P. Nelson. The other 
officers and members are men equally as 
prominent in professional and business 


circles. 
While the existence of the society has 


not been a secret, since the Post-Dispatch 
announced its birth, 4 few weeks ago, the 


7 of its growth is not suspected. * 
n Wednesday night it adopted a con- 
stitution and set of by-laws and completed 
its permanent organization. If the consti- 
tution and by-laws could be printed ver- 
batim, the hair of ritualistic clergymen 
would stand on end, and they would seri- 
ously asks themselves if they and the 
members of the ‘Protestant Episcopal 
Church Association belong to the same 
spiritual body. But the officers and mem- 
bers of the society are — to let their 
biects go into print at present, 

os 3 had the pleasure of reading 
the constitution and declaration of prin- 
ciples of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
Association, and he can vouch for the 
document's straightout terse arraignment 
of ritualism. The society is organized to 
maintain the non-sacerdotal character of 
the clergy, to oppose everything that is 
an approach to Roman Catholicism and 
all superstitious forms, such as genufiect- 
ing or the bending of the knee before the 
altar, etc. Lighted candles on the altar 
and other practices of the ritualists have 
the special enmity of the society. 

The maintenance ef what is in harmony 
with and the eradication of what is con- 
trary to the thirty-nine articles is a leading 
specification in the statement of objects. 

e Confraternity of the Blessed Sacrament 
and the Guild of Ail Saints are not named 
in the declaration, but the reference to them 
ie direct and they are set down as being se- 
cret societies, for the propagation of doc- 
trines peculiarly Roman Catholic. These 
doctrines are the divine presence and the 
efficacy of prayers for the dead, who are 
suffering temporary punishment. 

The clergy who are opposed to the society 
gay its members intend to strike at ritual- 
ism through the contribution box, and the 
diocesan treasury. Missions and weak par- 
ishes having high church rectors, will be 
passed on the opposite side of the road. The 
members of the society deny this and say 
their purpose is to get the laity to read their 
prayer books and learn how far the ritualis- 
tic clergy have strayed from the fold. Theirs 
is to be purely an educational campaign. 

They declare that a leaven of Puseyism, 
an English synonym for ritualism and pro- 
Romanism has spread through the .diocese 
of Missouri, and they wish to eliminate it. 
They do not like Bishop Tuttle’s attitude. 
He is opposed to ritualism, but tolerates it 
for the sake of peace and unity. 

The clergy who are regarded by the socie- 
ty as ritualists are Rev. Mr. Bardens of 
Trinity Parish, Rev. Mr. Green of St. John's, 
Rev. Mr. Carroll Davis and Rev. Mr. Smith, 
of Christ Church Cathedral and Rev. Mr. 
Tuckerman of St. Stephen's Mission. Rev. 
Dr. Robert A. Holland, rector of St. 
George's Parish is believed by the society 
to be a member of the Comfraternity of the 
Blessed Sacrament, and à reporter visited 
him to learn its exact objects and those of 
its equally criticised sister, the Guild for 
all Souls. 


„„ do not belong to either organization,” 


said the doctor, and doubtless the mem- 
bers of both of them would refuse me ad- 
mittance if I sought it, as being too hereti- 
cal for their rigid insistance upon the an- 
cient interpretations of the creeds. I be- 
lieve from current report, that the object 
of the confraternity is to foster a more 
reverent worship of the eucharist, and the 
object of the guild to pray for the souls of 
the dead.“ 

The doctor thought a moment and then 
dictated a scathing criticism of the Protes- 
tant 4 Church Association. He 
compar the reported secrecy of the con- 
fraternity and the guild with that of the 
association, saying: 

The difference between a secret society 
organized for mutual aid and the cultiva- 
tion of some positive end, for instance mor- 
ality or some special virtue, after the man- 
ner of the Free Masons, Oddfellows, etc., 
and a society whose secrecy has for its pur- 
pose menace and persecution like the A. P. 
X, and this conspiracy, if the description 
of it be true, is that the secrecy of the lat- 
ter is the hiding of meanness and secrecy. 

To lie in wait and strike from the dark is 
base enough among assassins, but to con- 
secrate it with the name of the religion of 
Christ and make it a method of propa- 

andism in the Church of God beats the 

aseness of thugs, whose craven cruelty 
ares those of their own tribe, if it does use 
stealth and guile to strike down its outside 


oes. 

“What might excuse these conspirators 
pos their own church is their ignorance 

that church's doctrine and polity. I 
doubt if one of them knows what ritualism 
means. I doubt if one of them has ever read 
a history of his church. I doubt if one of 
them could give any reason why he is a 
churchman at all. I am quite sure that 
none of them know that nearly every prac- 
tice he opposes has already been adjudicated 
by the highest courts of the church and de- 
cided to be legal. Candles! If candles on the 
altar are ritualistic then St. Paul's Cathe- 
aral in London is ritualistic, and Bishop Pot- 
tef’s private chapel in New York is ritual- 
istic, and the broad Cameron Mann of Kan- 
gas City is a Romanizer, and all these ought 
to be evicted at once from the church, of 
which these blockheads would be landlords. 
Poor things! Poor things} They will soon 
wriggle out their brief spasm. But what is 
it in the church of St. Louis that makes it 

ssible that only here} of all cities in Amer- 
, such maggots should be bred?” 

When a rector as prominent as Dr. Hol- 
land uses these harsh terms, there are go- 
ing to sharp encounters between the P. 
E. Church, Association and its opponents.

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RELIRF FOR THE EDISON. 


— 
Bill in the Council May Affect the 
Special City Attorneys. 


The Edison Illuminating Co., Missouri 
Electric Light and Power Co. and Municipal 
Electric Lighting and Power Co. have had 
reintroduced in the Municipal Assembly 
their relief bill, known in the last Assembly 
as Council bill No. 228. The bill was handed 
in on Tuesday by Councilman Keyes, and is 


now in the hands of the Public Improve- 
ments Committee. It is intended to relieve 
the companies from the obligation to pay the 
city 5 per cent of their gross receipts, to 
impose the payment of a total sum of $70,- 
000, and to settle certain disputes on other 
features of the contract, particularly with 
regard to the cost of burial of the wires and 
authority of the city to compet such dispo- 
sition. 

Since the death of Council bill 228 in com- 
mittee in the House of Delegates Mayor 
Walbridge has . Judge D. D. 
Fisher and Mr. E. C. Kehr attorneys for the 
city under authority of a special ordinance, 
to take legal action looking to the recovery 
of the 5 per cent stipulated for by the gen- 
eral electric lighting contracts of Marth 

. The introduction of this ordinance 
is to forestall any such action on the part of 
the city. 

Mr. Kehr was called on Friday morning 
and asked whether he was aware ot the in- 
troduotion of the new relie§& bill. 1

Are you prepared to begin suit for the 
recovery of the 5 per cent?“ 

“I cannot discuss my intentions regarding 
this case; but I will say that the introduc- 
tion of this bill will make no difference in 
my action.’’ 

Judge Daniel D. Fisher said: “I have 
made two or three attempts since my ap- 
pointment to confer with the Mayor, but 
when I went to his office he was always 
busy. Until I have consulted him I cannot 
say whether or not suit will be brought. 
If the Mayor leaves it to the attorneys we 
will then decide what is best to be done. 
But I cannot say now whether or not the 
suit will be prosecuted.”’
